Tbe Two Sides. 

That there nro two sides to every 
case may bo an etornal tiutli; Init 
that one side is not ahviiys much atVect- 
• ed by the other is shown in the dispus- 
Bion of the poHey of the in-osont Gov- 
ernment — or perhaps it would be more 
.proper to say, the maniner in which its 
''so-callod policy is being carried out. 
It has fallen within the scope of our 
duty on several recent occasions to 
advert to the facLlhatcertain comnuiui- 
ties have been loft entirely destitute of 
the machinery essential to the conduct 
of ordinary public business, and, in 
some instances, wholly without the 
moans of maintiiining orclor or onforc- 
ing obedience to the laws of the coun- 
try, lu ouo important eoninuniity an 
."indignation nieotinfj" was convened, 
and resolutions were passed and a 
memorial sent to the tiieutenant-Gov- 
ernor, intimating in language uumis- 
takablo that, unlcHstlio noce.ssnry Govorn- 
mont oflicera wero supplied, the pcoi)h3 
irould bo reluctantly compollod to oi'gan- 
ir.e a '"Vigilance Committee" and invoke 
the services of "Judge Lyuoli." Next in 
point of time came Nanaimo, the second 
community in the Trovinco in point of 
population and importance,— second to 
none in some important points. I'p to 
the time the present IMinistor.t took olUce 
the entire public buainoss at Niuniimo. 
both town and country , -was done by h 
single Constable. Upon him devolved 
the duty of collecting the various taxes 
and iniposts throughout the entire Dis- 
trict. Ho was Bole conatable, guoler, 
night and day ■watohman, clerk of tlio 
Court, and general man of all business. To 
soy that he was marvelouslj- auccessful in 
the discharge of those multiform duties 
is to do him simple juBtico. To state that 
it was impossible fnr ono man to fullj- 
meet the neeessitioB of so large and im- 
portant a comniuuity in all the various 
capacities, is surely no disparagement. 
It is not surprising, therefore, that three 
oouseoutive Grand Juries presented the 
fact of the necessity that existed for a se- 
cond constable. These facts and ropre- 
aentations were duly brought to the no- 
tice of the present Government, andwluni 
it became known that it was proposed to 
dismiss an old and oflicioiitoflicer and put 
Nanaimo ofif with a single oilieor,new and 
in some respeets soarcely fitted to the 
work, the member for the District strong- 
ly protested, and warned the fiovernmcnt 
of the possible oonsetiuences of .'inch a 
ooarae. The Government persisted, how- 
ever, and an old public servant, the ditli- 
culty of filling whose place they are now 
experiencing, was summarily dismissed, 
ana that, too, at a moment when his suc- 
cessor was lying helpless on his back 
with a fractured limb, and when 
the solo Magistrate of the District 
was absent, presumably on Federal 
duty. In these circumstance.'', Na- 
naimo, the second conimuuity in the 
country, was left for nearly a fortnight 
without the slightest semblance of author- 
ity. Exception lias been taken to the iise 
of the word ''anarchy," as applied to Nn- , 
naimo under these cireunistancos, and an m„h 
extremely silly attempt has been made t<i 
represent this journal as libeling that 
community. Webster gives this delini- 
tion of the word "anarchy": —"Want of 
government; a state of society when there 
is no law or snpromo power, or when tlio 
laws are not efliciont, and individuals do 
what tbey jileaso with ini])unity." We 
leave it to the reader to decide as to tli(> 
fitness of the term. Of course, the (jdiuni 
of such a condition of things rested not 
on the community, but solely upon tho 
fJovernniont. Indeed, it is the highest 
compliment that could be paid to any 
community to say that during all that 
anarchic jjcriod (How much better is it 
now ?) it does not appear that advantage 
was taken of the absonco of authority by a 
single white resident. Tho red man had 
his orgies. Tlie sailor had his liberty and 
shook his fist in dotianco at his Captain. 
But tho stated rL>."!idents would seem to 
have conducted themselves with their 
wonted decorum. Could as mucli bo said 
of some other communities V And be- 
cause it was so — because tho community 
was startled by no great crime, is theGov- 
ornraont to bo justified in its course ? ft 
may suit tho purposes of a hireling to de 
foini such conduct; but imjiartial ])nhilc 
opinion will not justify it. It may suit 
the interest of a paid organ to sujijiross 
facts and distort tho truth; but it must 
be the work of the independent journalist 
to expose and denounce such a course. 
Tho reader will oxcuho tho selection of ono 
particular comniuuity to illustrate tlio 
general subject. Nanaimo atands not 
alone. This journal is tainted witli in- 
consistency in having, during these ten 
years post, advocated retrenchment, 
and now tnrning round and ojipos- 
in tho very first step towards "carrying 
out a genuiao Bvstem of retrenchment 
in the administration of puldie 
affairs." It is perfectly true that 
this journal has long and Btrenuoiusly 
adrooated retrenchment in the pulilic 
■ervioe. But wo must be permitted to 
diaoriminate between "genume retrench- 
ment," such as wo have ever advocated, 
and psoudo-roti'cnchmont, such as has 
been attempted hy tho ])resont Adminis- 
tration, liotroncliment, indeoil! Is it 
rotrcncliiuent to tiiko one dolhir from a 
useful tail and give two to a iisules.s head ? 
Is is rotrenchmont to leave tho country 
from Victoria to Oape Mudgo and fi-om 
Now Westminster to Quesnelmonth in a 
state of anarchy, in order to build up a 
"Bloated Executive" strong enough tu wet 
public opinion at naught and tram])lo the 
Constitution under foot ? If so, then, 
indeed, is tho prosont Ciovernmont entitl- 
ed to credit for having inaugurated and 
carried out "a genuine sy stem of retrench- 
ment." J5tit such is not tho kind of ro- 
tronchiueut that wu have advocated. It 
may suit tho purposes of the paid organ; 
but it will not bo acceptable to tho people 
throughout the country. The organ jirates 
about "publio opinion" being in accord 
with tho Government. What does it know 
about public opinion? And what does it 
oaro for jniblio ojiinion, ho long as it can 
draw from tho piibii(! treasury a sustiMi- 
nnco it ciould never hope to receive li-oni a 
discriminating public ? It tells the pub- 
lic there'll retrenchment in't. When the 
Legislatiire again assembles, it will bo 
shown by figures at which oven tho or- 
gan cannot cavil that not a singlo dollar's 
yfotikol "|;onuiao j:otconohmcnt"hao boon

Tlie Baker Expeditionforoed 

to Retreat- 
Sir Samuel I5:ikor lias been badly beaten 
by the son of old Kainraiii, and has been 
fiucod to retreat to Gondocoro, where he 
j started from over two years ago. Tliis 
news is authentic, for comes by a letter, 
which I have seen, from Mr. Higgin- 
botliam, Baker's agent, who had been 
left behind by liiui at Gondocoro. When 
Bitkor left there bo took about '2,000 
Egyptian troops, was made a Pasha, f»nd 
given X'l "2 ,(100 sterling a year by the K)ir- 
dive. By ill-treatm«.'nt most of his sol- 
diers left him, from hardship and disoane 
others died. He was thus obliged to take 
tho people of tho country, nnd with two 
liiindreil men ho .•-'tarted for Kamrnsi'n 
conntry wliere tbe Nile conies out of tbe 
Albert Njanza — Baker's lake. Ho found 
old Kainrasi, liis former friend, dead, and 
his son rcigninij; inhis stead, and engaged 
in a war against all the neigbboring 
triboa. Young Kamrasi received him 
well. Baker asked for provi.sions and 
Iiortors. The latter, Kainrasi, refused, as 
lie needed all his iiion for tlio w.ir; but if 
]$aker would ffivo hiin arms and ammnni- 
tion ho would give him all tho provisions 
he desired. This Baker declined, and to 
terrify Eamrasi into acceding to bis de- 
mand ho threatened, nnloss lie had the 
provisions at once, lio would join the op- 
posite party. Kanirasi told him that bo 
had no need for his services, and that the 
other tribes had great need for hiin, and 
be had bettor join tliem. .A.t once Baker 
united himself with tho opposite party, 
and whilst they were preparing, Kamrasi 
came down on them with five thousand 
soldiers, and (lonipletcly routed them, 
llakcr liai'cly escaped with his life, and 
bringing back but thirty-two men of the 
201) lie took witli him. Thus lias eiidiul, 
much to tho disgust of the ruler of Egypt, 
will) has expcndod since Bakor left, over 
£150,000 sterling for the most magnificent 
sciontific failure of the age.

Others wore more 
bruised and battered about their heads, 
which aro rod and bloody, contrasting 
horril)ly with tho features of others.
